the health and vigor of the tree. 
The wounfls of a healthy tree will 
heal much sooner than thoie of a 
sickly or poor tree. A tree cau be 
Cumulated by th* use of a nitrogen 
leitili/e"-, especially a few ounce* of 
nitrate uf soda scattered aiound the 
tree 
The main difference between 


pruning a shade tree and a fruit tre« 
is tbat n pruning the former the pui- 
nose is to make a deu»e head and il 
good dense shade, while iu pruning 
a iruit tree the purpose is to keep tbe 
top open for admitting air and light, 
•uid to avoid causing too much shade 
in the centre of the tree. These met- 
hods are directly opposite. 
"Iu pruning fruit trees you do not 


do much tipping of brandies, but cut 
bick well to the trunk or to another 
branch in removing any branch that 
is where it if not wanted ; in pruning 
shade trees the branches are tipped 
or out baik lo stubs and the tree Is 
rounded in shape to suit the primer. 
I'rom each of the stubs a number of 
branches will soon grow, making th« 
top far denser than it was before. It 
is a good plan to paint tbe stub of any 
branch that ho* been cut off more 
than an inch in diameter, using 
either melted coal tar or pure white 
lead and raw linseed oil colored gray 
by means of tbe addition of lamp 
hlack, to make it harmonize with the 
buk."

Buoyancy of Fresh and Bali Water. 
A Chinese lad dropped his ball In a 


narrow hole anil could not get it out 
Bo be poured water in tbe hole, think- 
ing that be would float the ball to tbe 
sniface. As the ball was slightly heav- 
ier thnn water, It remained on the bot- 
tom. Tben he thought of mixing salt 
with the water, us he knew that salt 
water would float denser objects than 
fresh. This be did and was rewarded 
Witb the flouting ball. 


This particular fact is demonstrated 


«t the mouths of rivers. Objects rolling 
along tbe bottom of a fresh river, too 
beavy to come to tbe top, will rise 
when they are carried out to sea. Tbe 
general rule alao applies to floating 
bodies. For Instance, a ship with a 
cargo on tbe sea will sink sometimes a 
foot on entering a fresh water port 
On tbe otber band, If she leaves a frcsb 
water port with her cargo she will rise 
when entering tbe ocean. So a ship 
may be loaded apparently too much at 
a wharf and still be all right on tbe 
waves. 


In building a dam tbe fact of salt 


water's being heavier than fresh must 
be taken Into consideration, and the 
dam for the same head must be a good 
deal stronger; this, too, without taking 
Into consideration the beating of waves, 
etc,-St Louis Republic.
